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According to student body budget 


committee reports, estimated in- 
come for next year will be 30 per 
cent less than estimated expendi- 
tures. This means that somewhere 
along the line requests for funds 
for next .year will be drastically 
cut before the final budgets are 
drawn up. 

This drop in income has. been 
estimated as a result of a possible 
drop in enrollment next year. The 
principle source of income that 
would be hit as a result of a drop 
would be student body fees, al- 
though other items would be af- 
fected’. 

The estimated expendityres were 
higher mainly because of the prob- 
able price raises which will take 
place between‘ now and next fall, 
In order to meet this rise the per- 
sons in charge of estimating ex- 
penditures were forced: to either 
cut the amount of purchases or set 
their desired funds at a high point. 


It is now up to the budget com- 
mittee to set the final figures for 
expenditures for next year. It is 
true that this task will mean not 
granting as much money to all the 
requests, but it is evident the only 
way to solve the situation is’ for an 
arbitrary body to act upon requests 
and make the final decisions. 

Along the same lines as next 
year’s budgets, but an immediate 
problem, is the large number of 
students who have not settled their 
promissory notes to the student 
body. Much of the money these 
notes represent is being counted 
upon for this year’s income. 

When the notes were signed, it 
was assumed that the funds would 
be available shortly for use by var- 
ious athletic teams, publications, 
and other activities. These unpaid 
notes mean that the money is not 
available for the activities which 
had been planned on funds from 
this source of income,

The tests 
will be given on May 26, June 16, 
and June 30 of this year at Hart- 
nell College, the examination cen- 
ter for this area, known officially 
as Center 119, 

Students who plan to take the 
test for draft. deferments should 
make application to their local 
draft boards as soon as possible. 
To apply, a student should obtain 
a postcard application from any 
draft board, fill it out and return 
it. om 


FORMS AVAILABLE 


Application forms for the de- 
ferment examinations are now 


available at local draft boards. 


Draft-age students are urged to 
pick up the applications now. 


Tickets of admission will be is- 
sued to applicants as soon as possi- 
ble, and the student will be as- 
signed to his testing date by the 
board. Only persons with © the 
proper ticket of admission will be 
allowed to take the deferment test. 

Strict regulations will govern the 
taking of the test. Students will 
be fingerprinted; all notes will be 
banned; and any person found vio- 
lating the regulations will be re- 
ported to his local board and his 
test disallowed. 

Following are the requirements 
for taking the draft deferment test: 
the person must be a registrant re- 
questing deferment as a student;

ards are difficult to locate. 
ever, by several diverse methods, 
even to the extent of having en- 
larged a photograph 100 times to 
obtain the detail of a single shield, 


Mr. Clement has succeeded in en- 
hancing his collection with copies 
of several rare and extremely hard- 
to-get flags. 

It is not unusual to find a mon- 
arch displaying more than one 
flag; he may have his regular land 
standard, and a separate design 
for times when he is at sea or in 
the air. Even President Truman 
has a personal banner which ac- 
companies him wherever he goes. 
If the President is not at home, his 
flag does not fly from the White 
House. = 

Heraldry dates back to ancient 
Greek and Roman times; However, 
next week’s display will include 
only flags in current use. Due to 
the constant change in rulers and 
designs, Mr. Clement has assigned 
himself to a difficult task in keep- 
ing his collection up to date — even 
down to the most minute varia- 
tion of a single line.

and really interesting. 

One of the highlights of the 
naturalists’ expedition was a visit 
to the Frances Simes Hastings Nat- 
ural History Reservation in the 
Santa Lucia Mountains. Dr. Jean 
Linsdale, University of California 
research associate in charge of the 
reservation, displayed ‘various col- 
lections of animal and plant life, 
fully representing all types of habi- 
tat in that area. 

The Museum of Vertebrate Zo- 
ology, University of California, 
manages the reservation. with the 
purpose of preserving an area in 
California’s coastal region where 
native plants and animals may live 
undisturbed by human use of the 
land. It also provides for a con- 
tinuous study of vertebrate animals, 
especially their numbers and rela- 
tionships to their surroundings, as 
these relationships change in the 


annual cycle and from year to year. _ 


Mr. Robinson explained that 
when the reservation was first es- 
tablished that the field station was 
abundant with several varieties of 
squirrels, inside of one year all the 
squirrels were living outside the 
reservation fence and a variety of 
white field mice that had been 
observed in the unprotected area 
had moved into the reservation. 

The Hartnell students were par- 
ticularly interested in the preserved 
botanical materials consisting of 
around 1,000 mounted herbarium 
specimens of close to 450 species 
of flowering plants that are found 
in this region. Also of interest 
were collections of mosses and 
other lower plants that are being 
identified by the University of Cal- 
ifornia graduates. 

At Los ‘Laureles the group 
stopped to observe several species 
of desert plants dominant in that 
area, Some of the students spent 
part of their time in Los Laureles 
studying numerous fossils. 

Sycamore Flats in Carmel Valley 
was the luncheon site for the bo- 
tanical expedition. The students 
discussed their observations and 
discoveries with Mr. Robinson at 
lunch. Donald Jacop, one of the 
expeditioners, found the field trip 
very interesting and most educa- 


tional. This was the general ex- 
pression from all of the group, 
which included one girl, Judy 
Beeck..
